Sad Fate of 4 Young Baltimorean in 
a Burning Theatre—The 
Hull Fire.

In a few mmutes several kegs of 
beer and boxes of cigaré were emptied. Mike 
stood in the centre of the hall, surrounded 
by the young men, but drank nothing. He was 
busy talking about the bright prospects for the 
party he represented. 

This is the first report of Mike McDonald’s 
personal appearance at the meetings of his 
party on the North Side. Harrison Waving 
disgusted and insulted the Germans on the 
North Side by his vulgarity, and having been 
requested to absent himself from that quar- 
ter, Mike feels itwecessary to take command 
in person. He took his man MeGarigle along 
with him, and a Times reporter has given 
the report of his appearance, 

Placing himself in the centre of the meet- 
ing, he gathered the young men around him, 
and while McGarigle plied them with beer 
Mike instructed them on the principles of 
political. economy. He offended no man by 
vulgarity, as Harrison did, but ursed of 
the fundamental principles of liberty—the 
right of every young man to risk his muney 
at the ganibling-table, and win or lose it, free 
from the offensive visitations of the police. 

Thé picture of Mike McDonald, the boss 
gambler of the city, visiting saloons, escort- 
ing the Chief of Police, and making speeches 
while McGarigia distributed. the drinks, uly 
required the addition of the Mayor, with an 
address on the sublime effects of whisky, to 
make a complete tableau.

He 
claimed to represent the party; however it 
may have been at other meetings when Har- 
rison represented him, at this meeting he was 
there in person, representing himself and the 
party of which he was the chief.

MGARIGLE APOLOGIZES. 

McGarigle admits that he has had fre- 
quent interviews with Mike McDonaid” and 
thie other gambiers, But he,insists that be- 
ing found “frequently” in bad company is 
not evidence, in his ease, that he is a bad 
man. He apologizes for carrying out Mayor 
Harrison’s policy while he was Chief of Po- 
lice, but declares that there Is “a large class 
of the community who conscientiously be- 
Heve that gambling and the social evil cannot 
be suppressed, and who think that the only 
practical plan is to regulate those vices.” ° 

McDonald has told McGarigis to tell Mie 
public that he (McDonald) “opposed him 
[MecGarigle] in the convention,” and he [Me- 
Garigle] has followed instructions and told 
the monstrous lie without wincing. MeDon- 
ald has told MeGarigle to tell the public that 
he (McDonald) has neve? aided: him [Mo- 
Garigle} since the nomination,” and MeGari- 
gle obeys the instructions of his master, and 
repeats the lie without making a wry face. 

The damning fact, however, remains that 
McDonald not only did not oppose the nomi- 
nation of McGarigile, but dictated it against 
the better judgment of the Democratic Con- 
vention. And thé other damning fact re- 
mains that not only is McDonaid supporting 
MeGarigile, but every other gambler, and 
every member of the class of the disreputa- 
bles who compose his band of ontiaws is 
supporting him preparing te vote for 
trim early and often, and to stuff ballot-boxes 
in his interest, 

McGarigie says he. “recognizes McDon- 
ald's business and ‘his elass ‘as things which 
are at war with the best interests of so- 
clety.“ But he admits that as Chief of Po- 
lice he interviewed’ McDonald instead of 
arresting him as a lawbreaker.

LAZ 
THE CANAL AMENDMENT. 

It is to be seriously feared that the pending 
amendment to the Constitution of this State, 
to which no objection is entertained, will be 
lost from the cafelestiess and inattention of 
the people, and from the greater carelasness 
of the various political organizations 
throughout the State having the preparation 
of the tickets. The Constitution of the State 
provides that the Illinois & Michigan Canal 
shall not be ceded unless the act making the 
cession shall be submitted to the people and 
be approved by them. The Legislature of 
Illinois has therefore passed an act ceding 
the canal to the United States, upon certain 
conditions, and the approval of this act of 
cession has been submitted to the people at 
the election this fall for their approval. 

There really is no objection in any part of 
the State to the approval of this bill; never- 
theless under the aet of submission it is pro- 
vided that the form of voting on the question 
is that all persons approving the act shall on 
their ballots have the words: For the ces- 
sion of the IIIinois & Michigan Canal,” 
and any person desiring to vote against the 
cession may either erase the word for „or 
tear it off the ballot. In either case the ab- 
sence of the word “ for” is * be counted in 
the negative. 

Thore are several dangers thtententne the 
approval of the act of cessidh. To be ab- 
proved there must be’a number of votes in 
the affirmative equal to a majority of all the 


sembly. Unless the ballots cast contain the 
word “for” the negative vote will be in- 
ereased by those from which that word is 
absent. While the law makes no provision 
for a ballot “against” the. cession, some 
overparticular _ ticket-printers have had 
printed ou the tickets both the words “for” 
and “against,” leaving to the voter the op- 
portunity to choose either way. But the re- 
sult of this will be that in every case where 
the ballot with both “for” afd “against” 
on it is deposited, te vote will be counted 
in the negative. 

The only rule fixed by law is to have all 
ballots printed “ For,” all those deposited to 
cqunt as“ For” except where that word is 
excluded. The vote for members of -the 
General Assembly at the election ngxt week 
may exceed 625,000; in which case, unless 
there be 813,000 votes polled with a direet 
aflirmative vote for“ the cession printed 
on them the act of cession will be rejected. 

THE FRENCH ANNEXATION POLICY. 

The Freuen Governmént, though not act- 
ively appearmg among the Powers of 
Europe in anything like a warlike sense, and 
having little to say in Continental politics, is 
by no means idle. Some of the English 
papers pronounce the apparent quietness of 
France as a paralysis,. but for a paralyzed 
Power she displays femarkable activity in 
one direction—that of colonial expansion. 
Tired of war, sick of glory, she is now de- 
voting herself to the acquisition of territory. 
The rapidity with which she is moving is 
simply astoniShing,. Through the sniartness 
of De Brazza, the explorer, she has secured a 
strip of country nine miles square on the 
Upper Congo—not an extensive acquisition in 
area, but giving hera foothold for further 
extension in one of the richest countries on 
the face of the globe. Her pretended raid 
into Tunis to punish a refractory tribe which 
had committed depredations in Algeria has re- 
sultedin her domination of the entire province 
with the consent of its late ruler, which has 
been renewed by his successor, Ali Sidi Bey. 
Sne has sent out expeditions against Tonquin 
which have alteady aroused Chinese ani- 
mosity and English jealousy. She is build- 
ing a railroad from Senegal to the Niger 
and considering plans for irrigating Sahara 
by making a lake in its barren area. She has 
annexed Tahiti, and is negotiating for the 
Philippines, All this has been set on foot 
during her period of so-called paralysis. 

All these schemes, however, appear small 
when compared with one other which is at 
last creating considerable comment in Eu- 
rope, particularly in Englahd~namely: a 
sehemo to conquer and annex Madagascar. | 
The anhexation of this immense island is not 
a new idea with France. For two cénturies 
she has ceveted it. In 1642 she settled a col- 
ony there and claimed the soveteignty of the 
Island, but was soon compelled to abandon 
it. Later, the French East India Company 
obtained @ foothold in the southern part. 
During the present century they made an 
unsuccesstul effort to overthrow the 
Queen’s Government on account of its 
persecution of the Christians. All these 
efforts failed, but the Government 
now has adopted a plan which seems likely 
to be successful, The two principal races 
on the island are the Hovas and the Saka- 
lavas. The former are the dominant race 
and occupy the lofty and healthy plateaus in 
the ceutre of the island. Ihe Sakalavas hold 
the northwestern portion: ‘They are not as 
numerous as the Hovas, but plysicaily are 
the finer race. They are more powerful and 
courageous, are very friendly to Europeans, 
are anxious to adopt the methods Of their 
civilization, though they are not Christians, 
like the Hovas, and.are said to display men- 
tal ability of a high order. Between them 
and the Hovas there has deen a bitter griev- 
ance for years, which is carried to such an 
extent that they are accustomed to call the 
latter pigs and dogs. These Sakalavas the 
French have gained over to themselves by 
promise of protection, and they propose to 
utilize them in effecting the capture of the 
island. They can raise 100,000 fighting men, 
and by drilling and arming them and adding 
to their number a few French soldiers and 
officers to lead them there is no question that 
the Hovas will be speedily overpowered, as 
they are mortally afraid of the Salakavas.

STEEL WIRE. 


‘the New Merchant and Wire Mills 
of the Union Iron & Steel 
‘ Company, ; 
With Some Description 3 of the 
Steel Manipulation and Gen- 


; eral Plant. 


The Magnitude of the Works—A Typ- 
ical Exponent of Chicago’s Great 
Industries. 


Ten years ago the fame of our few and 
a ey insignificant factoriesg foun- 

dries, aud workshops was scarcely known 
beyond our borders. The prominent place 
Chicago has attained within this short dec- 
atie, ranking fifth in magnitude among the 
great manufacturing centres of the Union, 
is not less phenomenal than was the rapid 
reconstruction of the cremated city. This 
fact is ‘filled with prophecy, plainly fore- 
casting that manifest destiny which is to 
raise Chicago to the proud eminence of 
chiefest manufacturing city on the continent.

Among other new machinery added are five 
blast-furnace hoists and a Blake compound 
duplex pump of 3,000,000 gallons. capacity 
that furnishes the water-supply.

The train handles the ingot 
entirely by its machinery and. the hydraulic 
power. Eleven passes rolls it out into di- 
mensions of about 10x10 inches and eighteen 
or twenty feet in.Jength, after which it pass- 
es, automatically, to a powerful shears, and 
is cut up into lengths accord to whether 
it is utilized in the rail or merchant mill.

This is a new plant, and is an 
iron building with a fleor space of 170x2u8 
feet. It is entirely original with the com- 
y as to its details. All the machinery 
oundations are laid in brick and Portland 
eement—6v0,000 brick and 2,000 barrels of 
cement being consumed in them—and all the 
machinery is of the most substantial char- 
acter and embraces all the most modern im- 
rovements. No expense has been spared in 
tts Outtit to reach the highest possible per- 
fection in its output. The principal machin- 
ery is comprised of one plate mill with two 
stands of rolls; one eighteen inch mill which 
takes in five inch square billets, finishing 
them at one and one-eighth inches square or 
one and a quarter inches round; and the wire 
roll trains fitted up. to roll “poy me gh 
pounds one and three-eighths billets to No. 5 
“wire rod”—speeding it in the last stages 
at from 400 to 1,000 feet per minute, and coil- 
ing it up in lengths of 400 to 500 feet. 

In addition to the heating furnaces and 
kindred appliances, this mill is amply pro- 
vided with shearing capacity, having three 
large lever shears, four vert cal shears, and 
one guillotine shear. The motive power of 
the mill is furnished by Reynolds-Corliss en- 
gines. They are a radical departure from 
the ordinary type of Corliss engines, secur- 
fag a very rigid e 2 with no disposition to 
spring side wise. late-mill — is 32 
x60 inches, having a —— ] 204¢ feet in diam- 
eter, and weighing 60,000 pounds. The billet- 
mill engine is 32x48 inches, with a plain fly-

rods,” of which seventy-five tons a day are 
made. The capacity for plow, cultivator, 
and other merchant plate is thirty tons daily. 
A large line of specialties in merchant steel 
bars 2nd plate is also made. 

THE WIRE DEPARTMENT. 

This is an entirely new plant. The build- 
ings are all brick, with slate and iron roofs. 
There is 36,000 superficial feet of floor space 
in the two working floors. The stories are 
high, well lighted and arranged, giving 
ample room for machinery for seventy-five 
tons per day output of wire. In addition to 
this there isan eleven-foot basement story 
which has a floor space of 1,500 feet, where 
the main line shaf and counter-shafting 
is located.

Red Polled Cattle, 

For several years a herd of red polled cat- 
tle, the Norfolk and Suffolk breed, has been 
kept at Patterson, N. F., and to this some 
thirty animals, three of them bulls and the 
others females of all ages from calves to 3- 
year-olds, were added by importation from 
England last summer. Representatives of 
the breed aie now scattered through the 
country from New York to Colorado, and 
from Michigan to Texas, a fact proving that 
they are fast growing in popularity. In his 
experiments for the purpose of producing a 
horuless breed of red cattle having the more 
valuable characteristics of the Devons, Gen. 
L. F. Ross was much pleased with the result 
of the use of Norfolk-Suffolk sires. 

In size the cattle vary from that of the 
largest Short-Horus down to animals bélow 
the average of the Short-Horn breed. Breed- 
ers in England have bails, of the Norfoik- 
Suffolk blood, weighing tull 3,000 pounds. 
d. F. Tabor has a heifer 2 years old weighing 
1.400 pounds. For his own uge he prefers 
those of medium size. He says: “I am 
satisfied that any farmer who tries these 
cattle will never again have those with horns.

The State Veterinarian and His Duties. 

There seems to be a quite general misun- 
derstanding in regard to the duties the State 
Veterinarian owes to the people in whose in- 
terest he has been appointed, and it is the 
privilege of Im Tun to be first to give 
to them a clear statement of the facts. Under 
the act of the General Assembly of 1881 it is 
provided that The Governor of this State is 
hereby authortvred and instructed to appoint 
a competent veterinary surgeon, or iuspector, 
who shall be known as State Veterinarian, 
or Inspectomiand. Whose duty it shall be to 
investigate any and all cases of contagious 
and Infectious disease among domestic ani- 
mals of the bovine species in this State which 
may be brought to his notice by à competent 
veterinary surgeon or practicing physician 
in the locality where such infeetious or con- 
tagious disease may exist, and it shall be his 
duty to make visits. of inspection to any lo- 
cality where he may have reason to suspect 
that contagious or infectious disease may 
exist.“ 

For time actually spent in thus visiting the 
State Veterinarian is allowed the sum of $8 
per day, together with his necessary travel- 
ing expenses. This is about one-half the 
sum charged by veterinary surgeons in good 
practice, and less than one-half the fees 
charged by the present State Veterinarian in 
his private practice, when the localities vis- 
ited’ ate within twenty miles of Chicago. 

The points to be especially remembered in 
such cases are that the State Veterinarian 
can not, as such, visita locality where disease 
exists unless the eases shall have been brought 
to his notice by a competent veterinary sur- 

on, or by a practicing physician; or where 

ie shall have reason to suspect conta- 
gious or infectious diseases exist, In many 
if not in all cases where people write to the 
State 1 describing the symptoms 
uf disease shown by their stock, they show 
the ailment which alarms them is not 
contagious. ‘They thus show that, under the 
existing laws, the State cannot be honestiy 
ealled upon to pay for the inspection. The 
course which s ld be followed, Where 
there is reason for supposing contagious or 
infectious . diseases are injuring. cattle is 
plainly indicated by the extract from the vill, 
as quoted above, ö

- BUTTER AND EGGS; 


The Secret of the Prevailing High 
Prices. 

Why eggs and butter are 80 dear at present 

bas just been developed by the recent fire in 

the cold-storage warehouse on Michigan street. 


It is not because there is a scarcity of the nec- 


essaries of life, but because a few men are pur- 
chasing and storing all they can get and cor- 
nering the market: When this storage ware 


house was built it was thought to ve one of the | 


safest in construction against fire; but a mis- 
take of the architect allowed joigts to run 
too far into the bricks of the chimney 
walls, which was the cause of the fire. 
This warehouse was piled full of butter 
and eggs, held entirely upon speculation. The 
firm of Moore & Janes had $25,000 alone placed 
on eggs stored in this establishment. Dear ly 


200,000 dozen of eggs have been thrown upon tue 


market by this fire, und it has “knocked the 
socks” out of the corner for the present. These 
egzs had been held at 26 and 28 cents per dozen 
but now they are selliug anywhere from 12% to 
10% cents. They were not damaged, and they 
are being launched apon the Eastern market 
and labelled fresh eggs.” . Worse than all this. 
there wers tous and tons of creamery and da try 
butter stored in this’ establishment, purchased 
at low prices, and at from 23 to 37 cents per 
pound—about 100 cent more than the pur- 
chasers paid for it, 
A merchant . known on South Water 
street suid toa Ibn reporter yesterday: 
“Every cold storage warehouse is packed os as 
full as it can hold with butte: and 
never wasa time d ta country w wien men 
wa* a greater prodvetion of these articles than 
during the present year. Nevertheless, a heart- 
lets cOmbinanon of a lot of South Water street 
speculators have bought up all they could of 
them and stored them away. In cold cellars in 
almost every part at the city you'll find these 
„ There is boreal reason for the high 
prices at all. The idea of selling creamery butter 
at 44 ceyts’ per pound is ‘preposterous when 
30 ts would leave a large margin for the ro- 
tailer if these middlemen would act fair. It is 
the same with eggs. Fourteen cents a dozen 
would allow a wide margin, but these fellows 
Will be treated as they w a few years 
first th you'jl 2 will be that fraudu- 
lent butter will be on the merket, and 
then the market will be X, 1 see no 
reason why the mechanic and laborer should be 
swindled in this way. The unloading of ont 
and butter will rattie the market badly. and 
will not stéady itself, I believe, for some time. 
The evidence that there is plenty of these 
goods will make purchases light, and the, nold- 
ers will be made the poorer in proportion.“ 


PLANTERS ASKING FOR RELIEF. 

SHREVEPORT, La., Nov. 1.—A largely-at- 
tended meeting of planters was held yester- 
day at Robinson Plantation.

Government fo re- 
move the raft from the Bayou Pierre, a trib- 
utary.of the Red River. Government en- 
gineers caused the formation of this raft, 
which causes the overflow of. some of the 
largest plantations on the Rea River. 


More About Dr. Sturtevant’s Experi- 
ments with Seed-Corn. 

Dr. Sturtevant, Director of the New Yark 
Agricultural Station, has published in his 
last bulletin an account of his experiments 
with the butt and tip kernels of seed-corn, 
the result of which was noted in last week’s 
issue. The experiments were conducted 
with norma! ears of the Waushakum variety. 


The bulletin says: 
1. The tip kerneis were the most prolific of 
corn, att kernels were more pro- 
life of good corn than the central . 3. 
The tip kérnels bore longer ears than the other 
kerneis, the butt kernels the next, and the cen- 
tral kerneis the shortest. This fact was apparent 
to the sight as the corn lay upon the ground 
after husking. 4. The —— ears from 
the butt were distinctly heavier than those from 
the tip. and those from the tip distinctly heavier 
than those from the central kernels. 5. The 
butt kernels furnisbed more unmerchautabie 
corn than did the central kernels, and the central 
kernals more than did the tip kernels. 

In order to giyé more prominence to the 
meaning of these Ogures, we dalculate the yield 
per acre, allowing seventy-five pounds of car 
born to the busheliof sbelled corn; a method of 
presenting rosults which is fallavious if assumed 
to mean real yield per acre, but convenient and 
allowable if understood to represent calculated 
results only. 

The butt kernels. yielded merchantable 
corn at the rate of seventy-nine bushels per 
acre on unmanured and eighty-five busheis 
on manured soil. The central kernels forty- 
six bushels, and on.manured land seyenty- 
eight bushels.

Prohibitionists of Iowa in amending the Con- 


| stitation of the State recalls that of the 


Woman-Suffragists some ten years ago; and 
indicates that the reformers of that State are 
rather unscrupulous in the use of means, or 


ate so devoted to an idea as to be morally 


blind on other questions. 

About ten years ago there was an attempt 
made to have the word “ male” struck out 
of the Constitution in its list of qualifications 
for voters; and I was sent for to lecture on 
the subject. Many friends of the change 
had persuaded themselves, and a considera- 
ble number of the members of the Legisiat- 
ure, that, in voting for the amendment, they 
siuply voted to submit the question to the peo- 
ple, and gave no sign of approving it. All 
that a member of the Legislature had to do 
Was to say whether the people should or 
should not be permitted to alter their Con- 
stitution. Those who voted No placed them- 
selves on record as opposed to popular gov- 
ernment—etc., etc. Good, sensible people 
had argued themselves and others into this 
view; and this was What the Suffrage Asso- 
ciation wished me to urge upon the con- 
sciences of legislators, 

I read the constitutional provision, and 
saw that they were entirely mistaken; and 
that, if they were not, they had no funda- 
mental law, and were adrift without anchor. 
If a popular election could change the Con- 
stitution, it was more unstable than statute 
law. There would be no sense in submitting 


the question to the Legislature at all, if it. 


were not to get their approval of the meas- 


ure, solemnly expressed, on oath as repre- 


sentatives of the peyple. 

Most of those with whom I talked admit- 
ted the correctness of this view, which was 
held by a majority of the Legislature; but 
argued that, in adopting the amendment ex- 
tending the right of suffrage to colored men, 
a majority of the Legisiamre had simply 
voted for submission, while they were per- 
sonally opposed to the measure. To this the 
reply was: that, if this were true, a majority 
of the legislators had perjured themselves, 
and that no good could come of it. 

I was anxious to see the experiment of 
woman-suffrage tried in that State, and 
wanted to do my best to bring about that re- 
sult; but, lecturing in State-House before 
the members of the Legislature, and in many 
other places, 1 took the ground that they 
must vote from conviction ; that a vote on the 
subject was on the merits of the 19 
and not a vote of submission; that 
ogee 4 could justify 1K in violating
